The Ontario ombudsman 
doesn't have any jurisdiction 
over hospitals but is qualified 
to criticize the amount of com¬ 
munity engagement used by 
the Hamilton Niagara 
Haldimand-Brant Local 
Health Integration Network 
(LHIN) when implementing

And that is exactly what he 
has done in his highly-antici¬ 
pated report appropriately 
tided "The LHIN Spin,” 
released at 11 a.m. on Tuesday.

It serves 
to undermine the integrity 
and credibility of the 
LHIN's decision making, 
and in my view, is simply

"I am recommending 
that the ministry of health 
and long-term care consid¬ 
er putting forward guide- 

standards relating to com¬ 
munity engagement, to be 
undertaken by both health

LHINs," said Marin. 

His second recommen¬ 
dation suggests that the 
Hamilton Niagara 

Haldimand Brant LHIN 
make more of an effort to 
educate the public through 
its website, meetings and 
other methods concerning 
its "general practices relat¬ 
ing to community engage¬ 
ment as well as the nature 
of community engagement 
to be expected with respect 
to specific plans under 
consideration." 

The ombudsman's third 
recommendation says the 
LHIN needs to make a by¬ 
law amendment on the way 
it holds meetings and 
"immediately cease its 
practice of holding closed 
educational sessions or 
other private meetings.” 

In the report, a letter 
from LHIN chair Juanita 
Gledhill is also provided. 

She says the LHIN is 
carefully considering 
Marin's findings but feels

the closed session meet¬ 
ings were not illegal. 

"All deliberations and 
decisions have and contin¬ 
ue to be made in the open 
board meetings and/or 
appropriately constituted 
closed sessions,” said 
Gledhill. 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
he is pleased with the 
report, because it empha¬ 
sizes some of the concerns 
he and other people in the 
local community have been 
vocalizing since the hospi¬ 
tal plan was implemented 
last September.

to move it for a third time. 

"If it were passed, we 
wouldn't have even gone to 
the ombudsman," he said. 

In 2008, Craitor presented 
what he called an "extensive 
report" to the minister of 
health and long term-care of 
that time, George 
Smitherman, on how he feels 
health care should be struc¬ 
tured in Ontario. He feels this 
is a good time to bring it back 
to the table. 

"I'm going to dust it off, 
take it back to the minister 
and say take a look at this," 
said Craitor.

Police have confirmed 
that human bones found on 
Point Abino are not the 
result of any previous suspi¬ 
cious or criminal activity. 

On Tuesday, construction 
crews installing a gas line in 
the area contacted the 
Niagara Regional Police 
(NRP) when they unearthed 
several bones while work¬ 
ing. 

The coroner verified they 
were in fact human bones. 


On Wednesday, the NRP’s 
forensic services unit was 
called to the scene, where 
they continued to investi¬ 
gate the area with students 
from the University of 
Toronto and an anthropolo¬ 
gist. 

On Thursday, staff ser¬ 
geant of the NRP’s Fort Erie 
detachment Dave Hunter 
said the first skeleton was 
not alone, as another collec¬ 
tion of skeletal remains was 
located in the same area. 

After the NRP’s investiga- 

believed foul play was not a 
factor in these findings. 

“The investigation con¬ 
ducted by the anthropolo¬ 
gist has determined that this 
is a suspected historic 
grave,” said Hunter. 

The team of investigators 
could be found working at

Ombudsman’s report allows residents to say ‘I told you so’

It's about time someone 
listened. 

You will notice this 
week's issue has rather 
extensive coverage on the 
Ontario ombudsman's 
scathing review of the 
Hamilton Niagara 


Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration 

Network (LHIN). That's 
because it is a really big 
step for people who have 
been voicing their concerns 
over the Niagara Health 
System's Hospital 

Improvement Plan since it 
was introduced in 2008 and 
implemented in 2009. 

The ombudsman does¬ 
n't have any authority over 
hospital systems and this 
report doesn't give him the 
ability to tell the 14 LHEMs 
across the province or the 
ministry of health and long 
term care to stop the 


process and restore emer¬ 
gency rooms in Fort Erie 
and Port Colbome. 

But it does allow for 
those who have been fight¬ 
ing to be able to say "I told 
you so" to the provincial 
government and will help 
them fuel the fire when 
continuing to petition the 
minis ter to re-evaluate the 
process. 

In October 2008, we had 
a rally at the Leisureplex 
where over 5,000 people 
attended, waved signs and 
cheered for the speakers 
who explained to the 
LHIN's expert adviser Dr. 


Jack Kitts why removing an 
emergency department 
from Fort Erie is a frighten¬ 
ing direction. 

Did he listen? 

Not really. 

The only change he 
advised the LHIN to make 
when approving the 
Niagara Health System's 
Hospital Improvement 
Plan was to change the 
hours at Douglas Memorial 
from 14 hours a day to 24, 
when it would be converted 
to an urgent care centre. 

Not that much of a 
change if you ask me. 

There’s no point of hav¬ 


ing an expert adviser who I 
know for a fact spoke with 
many people from the com¬ 
munity, including our 
mayor, about what the 
impending changes would 
mean for our growing 
municipality, if he didn’t 
plan on listening all along. 

I find it hard to believe 
there was even one individ¬ 
ual who told him the thou¬ 
sands of people at the rally 
didn't know what they 
were talking about and that 
stripping a town of essen¬ 
tial medical services was a 
good idea.

those slides referred to com¬ 
munity concerns. 

Mr. Marin stated that the 
LHIN board members 
adopted an illegal by-law 
allowing them to meet 
behind closed doors for so- 
called “educational" purpos¬ 
es where they discussed 
restructuring plans away 
from public view. 

When the LHIN was creat¬ 
ed it was put into the LHIN 
legislation that they prom¬ 
ised to consult the public, 
and Mr. Smitherman, who 
was the minister of health 
and long term care at the 
time, said this would make it 
“very clear that decisions 
must be made on the basis of 


public interest and in the full 
view of the public” 

Mr. Marin found it trou¬ 
bling that this same by-law 
was adopted by LHINs 
across the province. 

The Yellow Shirt Brigade 
try to attend the LHIN board 
meetings as they are open to 
the public however we must 
agree with Mr. Marin when 
he further stated that “mem¬ 
bers of the public are left to 
wonder if the meetings they 
are allowed to attend are 
just a rubber stamp, with the 
real engagement going on in 
private, inside the LHIN’s 
boardroom." 

Like I said. 

We attended some of the 
board meetings and often 
came out thinking that the 
decisions were all made 
before hand. 

We also noted that some 
of the board members were 
starting to ask questions 
and looked uncomfortable 
with what was going on. 
Now we all know why. 

This time it was the LHIN 
next time let it be the NHS 
that is exposed.
